‘Compensation For Loss 
Of Income. 


In addition to the new play: 
writer rule, a revised scheme for 
the {insurance of players against 
injury will be-brought before the 
Rugby Union at the annual meet- 
ing ‘in London on June 23. 

The scheme provides that a club 
‘or orgénisation may arrange to 
pay compensation for loss of in- 
come and/or medica! expenses in- 
curred at practice or in matches 
during the season. 

No claim .for compensation will 
be admissible where there {is no 
. actual loss of income, ‘and the in- 
jured player may not receive in 
the form of compensation an 
amount exteeding thrée-fourths of 
the actual loss, or 10s. per week-

“I WAS BLAMED : 


T the beginning ‘of the last 
series of Test matches in 
Australia I was blamed in the Aus- 
tralian newspapers for originating 
body-line. bowling. 

This attitude by the Press was 
definitely unfair. I may have ort- 
ginated leg-theory bowling in Aus- 
tralia, in 1911-12, but there is a 


great difference between leg-theory| 


and body-line bowling. 
No right-armed fast bowler 
should ever bowl leg-theory. It 
is highly dangerous to the bats- 
man and {fs not playing cricket. 
st Again, no’ fast left-arm bowler 
should ever bowl leg-theory when 
bowling over the wicket. That 
also intimidates the ‘batsman, be- 
cause a left-arm bowler bowling 
over the wicket cannot “possibly see 
all three stumps, and so {mmedi- 
ately becomes a body-line bowler. 

Leg-theory bowling {is permis- 
sible only when a fast left-arm 
bowler is bowling round the 
wicket, because ‘then the Bote 
can see all three Stumps. 

Honour Of ‘The Captain. - 

'Y solution. of the body-line 

menace is this: It would be 
impracticable to leave this im- 
portant. question in the hands’ of 
any umpire to judge whether the 
bowler is bowling dangerously or 
not, and so I think.this important 
point should be left entirely. to the 


{discretion and the honour of the 


captain of the fielding side, 

No sporting captain would allow 
any man underneath him to bowl at 
the batsman in a dangerous way, 
and.if I may have the audacity to 
forestall ‘the decision. of the BLC.C. 
Committee after they have heard 
Mr, P. F. Warner's opinion on this 
burning question, I should say 
that their. attitude will be ap- 
proximately akin to mine.
